If Makes No Sense To Wait 


A Chicago study demonstrated graphically that smog can be a 


killer. It was documented that within a 10-day period of high air 
pollution the number of deaths from respiratory diseases more 
than doubled, and that there was an appreciable rise in deaths from 
heart disease and among persons over 55. That's an illustration of 
an extreme situation, of course, but it's also an illustration of a fact 
that we will be forced to recognize sooner or later, and it makes no 
sense to wait. 


That fact is that polluted air is not only unpleasant and harm- 


ful, but that it can be downright dangerous. And tied to it, if we will 
permit ourselves to see, is that we must change our way of doing 
things. A lot of steps are being taken that are in the right direction, 
or are stopgap measures to make things better until better 
remedies arrive. But, for the most part, we don't go far enough fast 
enough in our planning — and we go too far too fast in our daily 
activities. 


Large cars carrying single passengers are darting up and down 


our highways and clogging our city streets. Engineers are planning 
more and bigger highways to carry more cars. Farmlands are 
being carved up into residential subdivisions to which residents will 
drive countless miles to working, shopping and recreation. There is 
no effort to work out effective means of cutting instead of in- 
creasing traffic. Mass transit proposals don't go anywhere near far 
enough, and aren't pursued anywhere near vigorously enough. 


Too much effort is going to avoiding all changes possible in- 


stead of making use of new knowledge, new techniques and new 
materials to arrive at a healthier, happier, more satisfactory living 
pattern. 


Both Senators Against It 


California's senators, Alan Cranston and John V. Tunney, have 


announced their opposition to a bill to waive antitrust laws to 
preserve the 1957 merger of El Paso Natural Gas Co. with Pacific 
Northwest Natural Gas Co. They said El Paso has not been able to 
prove clearly that consumers will be materially harmed if "this 
gigantic private relief bill" is not enacted. 


"We believe there has been entirely too much political in- 


vective involved in this case," they said in a joint statement.

1964. "The language of sedition 
is relevant . . . to what hap- 
pened to the Republican Party 
over the last three or four years.

water and Goldwatensm far

Rockefellerites to support the 
Republican nominee whoever he 
was. 
For instance, they had 


backed 
Eisenhower 
when 


Eisenhower beat Taft, in far 
greater

the 


Rockefellerites backed Gold- 
water after Rockefeller lost. 


And finally — but I would not 


risk a paraphrase, and so quote 
the authors' own version of it: 
"With respect to the 'why' of 
party involvement, the mem- 
bers of the Goldwater elite were 
more likely than the members of 
the Rockefeller elite to have 
entered politics as the result of 
public-serving motives (e.g., out 
of concern for public policy 
issues) and less likely to have 
entered politics as the result of 
personal-serving motives (e.g 
to 
achieve 
certain 
social 


satisfactions or to enhance one's 
personal influence)."

Esso's Wealthy Boss In Greece Investigated

WASHINGTON — The Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee is 
asking questions about a multi- 
millionaire 
who 
shuttles 


mysteriously between the White 
House and the inner sanctums of 
the Greek dictatorship. 


He is Tom Pappas, a Greek - 


American who runs the Esso 
works in Greece. 


Back in 1968, he helped wangle 


the vice presidential nomination 
for his fellow Greek-American, 
Spiro Agnew Pappas offered to 
raise millions for the GOP cause 
from wealthy Greeks if Richard 
Nixon would take Agnew as his 
running mate. 


Now Pappas has a key, ap- 


parently, to the back door of the 
White House where he was seen 
most recently at President 
Nixon's dinner for Yugoslavia's 
Josip Tito. 


Pappas also turned up in 


Greece last month with Vice 
President Agnew Pappas was 
the man in dark glasses who was 
seen squeezing out of the U. S. 
helicopter just behind the 
Agnews. He gave a sumptious 
dinner for the Vice President at 
a posh hotel in Greece. 


Pappas has taken care not to 


neglect the Democrats in his 
political wheeling and dealing 
The recent House battle to 


Bus/ness M/rror 


continue military aid to Greece, 
for example, was led by Rep. 
Roman Pucinski, D-I11. We have 
uncovered a 1969 letter from 
Pucinski to Pappas, declaring: 
"I am grateful to you for your 
help." 


Pucinski has assured us that 


the "help" was not fin uncial. He 
was merely expressing his 
appreciation, said Pucinski, for 
Pappas' help in finding jobs for 
constituents who had returned to 
Greece. 


Meanwhile, 
the 
Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee's 
chief of staff, Carl Marcy, has 
questioned the State Depart- 
ment about Pappas. Marcy 
asked specifically about press 
reports, quoting exiled Greek 
leader Elias Demetracopoulos, 
that Pappas and his brother 
John have used "their con- 
siderable political and economic 
clout in the United States to 
promote simultaneously their 
own financial interests as well 
as the interests of a ruthless 
military dictatorship " 


The State Department replied 


last weekend that Pappas was 
neither an official of Greece nor 
the U. S., then added warily as 
befits a confidential report on a 
White House favorite: "While 
the articles in question imply by 
indirection that Mr. Pappas has 


acted improperly, there has 
never been to our knowledge any 
direct accusation that he has 
exceeded 
the 
bounds 
of 


propriety or legality."

Claiborne Pell, D-R. I., who 
hasn't made up his mind 
whether to go ahead with an 
investigation of Pappas' role in 
Greek-American relations.

Rogers 


acknowledges she and Schmertz 
were in Belgrade together, she 
emphasizes it was all perfectly 
proper. Their relationship is 
based, both say, on mutual 
respect. 


Dear Editor: 


As a parent and-taxpayer I am 


interested in our schools. I spent 
a part of this week going from 
house to house talking to 
registered voters about the 
school bond and tax override 
issues which will be voted upon 
in the election next Tuesday, 
November 16. Many people did 
not seem to understand just how 
this would affect their taxes in 
dollars and cents. I would like to 
explain it in terms which I can 
understand. 


If the market value (selling 


price) of one's property were 
$20,000, the assessed value of 
that same property would be 
$5,000. Taxes are based on the 
number of one hundred dollars 
assessed 
valuation. 
This 


property with an assessed value 
of $5,000 would then have 50 one- 
hundred dollars. The present 
school tax rate is $1.55 for the 
high school and $1.90 for the Red 
Bluff elementary schools or a 
total of $3.45 per $100 assessed 
valuation. Still using a property 
with a $20,000 market value, the 
owner of that property is now 
paying $172.50 for school taxes 
for the combined elementary 
and high school districts ($3.45 X 
50 - $172.50). One hundred 
seventy two dollars and fifty 
cents for 176 school days — less 
than$1.00 per day! Pretty cheap 
babysitting, if nothing else. (For 
a property with a market value 
of $10,000, the above figures 
would be cut in half) 


Now if all three issues should 


pass, the taxes on this same 
ton rum »wnn»rtv wmilrl increase 
<pj»u,uww £*- T 
J 
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a maximum of $34 or a total of 
$206.50 would be paid for the cost 
of education by this home 
owner. Instead of less than $1.00 
per day, we now increase to a 
total cost of $1.17 per day for all 
of the children in that $20,000 


home to be educated. Surely it 
would cost a family more to hire 
a baby sitter for even one-half 
day if we must have double 
sessions. 


Parents who are registered 


voters must get out and vote 
"yes" next Tuesday. If they do 
not, these three issues will sure- 
ly fail. The opposition is very 
strong, believe me. I faced them 
at their doors. It wasn't 
pleasant. Our older citizens are 
burdened by these same taxes 
and do not have incomes to take 
care of these tax increases. 
They plan to vote against all 
three issues simply because 
they cannot afford this increase. 
I do feel that we need to work for 
new legislation to improve our 
means of taxing for schools (and 
perhaps for other areas of 
need) 
Until the legislation 


changes, 
do we want the 


problems which we will have if 
these issues fail to pass next 
Tuesday? 


I would like to remind voters 


that there are three separate 
issues: a high school tax 
override, an elementary tax 
override, and bonds for a new 
school. Each will require a 
separate vote. Please, if you are 
against any one issue for any 
reason, do not automatically 
vote against all three. Each has 
its own importance. 


I hope I have helped clarify 


some things for others like me 
who want to see the price tag 
before they buy. In conclusion I 
would like to add that although I 
was a representative for the 
Citizens Committee for Better 
Schools when I called at homes, 
I am now speaking only for 
myself. Any comments or errors 
which I may have made in 
writing this are strictly my own. 
Vote "YES."

Dear Mrs. B.: 


This cycle of events happens 


to a great many people with 
conditions other than 
those 


connected with the eye. The 
coming and going of signs and 
symptoms are major reasons 
why 
medical 
problems 
are 


sometimes neglected. 


If I were to mention the im- 


portant and unimportant rea- 
sons for red ejes, it would 
induce in vou a great deal of 
unnecessary concern. Your 
problem may be a simple or 
complex one. Both deserve a 
complete eye examination. 


Many eye drops sold over the 


counter and without a prescrip- 
tion can and do remove the 
redness of the eye. Such tern 
porary and valueless effects add 
another reason why people fail 
to seek the eye examination and 
delay necessary treatment. 


Redness of the eye may be 


associated with some defect in 
vision. Certainly this deserves 
study. 


An abrasion of the cornea of 


the eye mav be the cause of red- 
ness and, when overlooked, may- 
be responsible for real trouble. 
I,ow grade infections by germs 
and viruses, early glaucoma. 
Herpes infection, and allergies 
arc only some of the underlying 
causes for temporary or long- 
lasting redness of the eye. 


Take your pick and guess if 


you like. How much wiser, how- 
ever, it is to find the reason 
once and for all and remove it, 
cure it and cease worrying. 


Is it possible to find out if the 


cnculation to the hands and 
feet is normal9 Even in mild 
weather, my feet are blue and 
cold.

Dear Mr. C.: 


There are many excellent 


tests by which the blood flow 
to the tips of the feet and fin- 
gers can be measured. An in- 
strument, the oscillometer, can 
actually measure the pulsation 
of the arteries to determine if 
the blood flow through them is 
normal. 


Opaque dyes can be injected 


into the blood stream and fol- 
lowed with X-ray pictures to 
determine the cause of im- 
paired circulation. Very deli- 
cate thermometers can measure 
the temperature of the feet. 
This is lowered in people who 
have poor circulation. 


There are also many clinical 


ways that point to normal or 
inadequate circulation. These 
and other tests should be made 
on anyone who complains of 
coldness and blucness of the 
toes and cramps with the slight- 
est exertion. 


It is an interesting fact that 


people who are sensitive to to- 
bacco actually can reduce the 
temperature of their toes by one 
degree after a single puff on a 
cigarette. Think about this if 
you are a smoker.

Flexibility is the keynote at 


the school building proposed at 
the Vista site. Through the use of 
removable 
walls, the 
26.000 


square foot building can be 
transformed 
from 
nine 


classrooms to a single large 
room that would house a public 
gathering of several hundred 
persons. Designed for the needs 


of sixth, seventh, and eighth 
graders, it would accommodate 
about 600 students when used 
with existing rooms at Vista 
school. This is about the current 
enrollment in these grades.

Concerned About School Program 


It M akes N o Sense To Wait 


A Chicago study demonstrated graphically that sm og can be a 
killer. It was documented that within a 10-day period of high air 
pollution the number of deaths from respiratory diseases more 
than doubled, and that there was an appreciable rise in deaths from 
heart disease and among persons over 55. That’s an illustration of 
an extrem e situation, of course, but it’s also an illustration of a fact 
that we will be forced to recognize sooner or later, and it makes no 
sense to wait. 


That fact is that polluted air is not only unpleasant and harm­ 
ful, but that it can be downright dangerous. And tied to it, if we will 
permit ourselves to see, is that we m ust change our way of doing 
things. A lot of steps are being taken that are in the right direction, 
or are stopgap m easures to m ake things better until better 
remedies arrive. But, for the most part, we don’t go far enough fast 
enough in our planning — and we go too far too fast in our daily 
activities. 


Large cars carrying single passengers are darting up and down 
our highways and clogging our city streets. Engineers are planning 
more and bigger highways to carry more cars. Farmlands are 
being carved up into residential subdivisions to which residents will 
drive countless m iles to working, shopping and recreation. There is 
no effort to work out effective m eans of cutting instead of in­ 
creasing traffic. Mass transit proposals don’t go anywhere near far 
enough, and aren’t pursued anywhere near vigorously enough. 


Too much effort is going to avoiding all changes possible in­ 
stead of making use of new knowledge, new techniques and new 
materials to arrive at a healthier, happier, more satisfactory living 
pattern. 


Both Senators Against It 


California’s senators, Alan Cranston and John V. Tunney, have 
announced their opposition to a bill to waive antitrust laws to 
preserve the 1957 merger of El P aso Natural Gas Co. with Pacific 
Northwest Natural Gas Co. They said El Paso has not been able to 
prove clearly that consumers will be materially harmed if “this 
gigantic private relief bill” is not enacted. 


“We believe there has been entirely too much political in­ 
vective involved in this case,” they said in a joint statement.

An underground conservative 
social 
scientist 
sends 
me 
a 
document which has gone ut­ 
terly unnoticed even though it is 
over a year old. It is the Western 
Political Quarterly, 1969, 22 ( 4). 
The study is by Edmond Con- 
stantini 
(Political 
Science, 
University 
of 
California 
at 
Davis), and Kenneth H. Craik 
(at the time, in the Department 
of Psychology at Berkeley). The 
provocative title of the article: 
“Competing 
Elites 
Within 
a 
Political Party: 
A Study 
of 
Republican Leadership.” 
And 
the import of the findings goes 
beyond the adjudication of a hot 
historical argument dating back 
to 1964. The findings should be 
front page news for Richard 
Nixon. 
In 
1964, 
the approved 
un­ 
derstanding among enlightened 
gentry of what had happened to 
the Republican Party in San 
Francisco was that a hoard of 
primitives, 
whose 
god 
was 
Barry Goldwater, had as the 
result of successful conniving by 
some deft political operators 
like F. Clifton White, Stephen 
Shaddegg and others, simply 
taken control of the Republican 
Party. Here, for instance, is how 
Richard 
Rovere, 
premier 
spokesman on political matters 
for the eastern seaboard liberal 
establishment, put it in En­ 
counter magazine for October, 


1964. “The language of sedition 
is relevant . . . to what hap­ 
pened to the Republican Party 
over the last three or four years. 
It has been ‘infiltrated, cap­ 
tured,’ and made, (as Richard 
Hofstader 
says) 
a 
‘front 
organization’ by an organized 
faction whose loyalty to Gold­ 
water and Goldwaterism far 
transcends 
its 
loyalty 
to 
Republicanism.” 


Indeed, Professor Hofstadter, 
the influential political scientist 
from Columbia said it more 
extensively in the sam e issue of 
Encounter. “Goldwater’s true 
believers promptly moved in to 
fill the structural and moral 
vacuum, while the moderate 
leaders rested on their oars, 
assuming that they would be 
able to move in, as they had 
always done, in the next cam ­ 
paign 
year. 
Goldwater 
men 
infiltrated the party much as the 
Communists in their days of 
strength 
infiltrated 
liberal 
organizations in order to use 
them as front groups. Working 
with highly disciplined calls or 
cadres, they rapidly took over 
county and town committees, 
dpveloped 
their 
own 
local 
candidates, and prepared for 
battle at the national level.” 


Well, 
the 
two scholars 
in 
question went to work. They 
selected 
for 
interrogation 
a 
scientifically satisfactory cross 


sample of the delegates pledged 
to Rockefeller and the delegates 
pledged to Goldwater and, for 
good measure, 
the delegates 
pledged to Lyndon Johnson. 


As regards their location on 
the ideological spectrum, there 
was 
an 
extraordinary 
con­ 
sistency 
between 
self- 
evaluation, 
and 
objective 
valuation, based on exploring 
the views of these delegates on 
14 separate issues. It transpired 
that the distance (moving right) 
between the Johnsonite and the 
Rockefellerite, 
was 
ap­ 
proximately the sam e as the 
distance 
between 
the 
Rockefellerite and 
the 
Gold- 
waterite. 
And 
— 
very 
in­ 
teresting — that the Nixonite fell 
almost 
exactly 
in 
between 
Rockefeller and Goldwater. 


Now on the matter of who 
were 
the 
Republicans: 
The 
Republican people fell like nine 
pins. The Goldwaterites had: 
— 
Participated 
more 
in 
county and State Republican 
organizations over the years. 
—They had contributed more 
money 
to 
the 
party, 
from 
sm aller incomes — even though 
their money went, 
in 
many 
cases, to liberal Republicans 
(e.g. Nixon in 1960, Kuchel in 
1962). 
—They had attended 
more 
conventions (two to one in an 
official capacity prior to 1964). 


—They had more years of 
active 
involvement 
in 
the 
Republican Party. 
—On the record, they were 
more 
likely 
than 
the 
Rockefellerites to support the 
Republican nominee whoever he 
was. For instance, they had 
backed 
Eisenhower 
when 
Eisenhower beat Taft, in far 
greater 
number 
than 
the 
Rockefellerites 
backed 
Gold­ 
water after Rockefeller lost. 
And finally — but I would not 
risk a paraphrase, and so quote 
the authors’ own version of it: 
“With respect to the ‘why’ of 
party involvement, the mem­ 
bers of the Goldwater elite were 
more likely than the members of 
the Rockefeller elite to have 
entered politics as the result of 
public-serving motives (e.g., out 
of concern for public policy 
issues) and less likely to have 
entered politics as the result of 
personal-serving motives (e.g. 
to 
achieve 
certain 
social 
satisfactions or to enhance one’s 
personal influence).” 
The 
meaning 
for 
the 
historians 
is 
absolutely 
clear:the 
official 
version 
of 
what 
happened 
in 
1964 
is 
baloney. The current meaning 
for Mr. Nixon is: the backbone 
of the Republican Party is to his 
right. On the other hand, he can 
tal'fc 
comfort 
from 
the 
knowledge that they are slow to 
defect.

Esso s Wealthy Boss In Greece Investigated

WASHINGTON — The Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee is 
asking questions about a multi­ 
m illionaire 
who 
sh u ttles 
mysteriously between the White 
House and the inner sanctum s of 
the Greek dictatorship. 
He is Tom Pappas, a Greek - 
American who runs the Esso 
works in Greece. 
Back in 1968, he helped wangle 
the vice presidential nomination 
for his fellow Greek-American, 
Spiro Agnew. Pappas offered to 
raise millions for the GOP cause 
from wealthy Greeks if Richard 
Nixon would take Agnew as his 
running mate. 
Now Pappas has a key, ap­ 
parently, to the back door of the 
White House where he was seen 
m ost recently at P resid en t 
Nixon’s dinner for Yugoslavia’s 
Josip Tito. 
Pappas also turned 
up 
in 
Greece last month with Vice 
President Agnew. Pappas was 
the man in dark glasses who was 
seen squeezing out of the U. S. 
helicopter 
just 
behind 
the 
Agnews. He gave a sumptious 
dinner for the Vice President at 
a posh hotel in Greece. 
Pappas has taken care not to 
neglect the Democrats in his 
political wheeling and dealing. 
The 
recent 
House 
battle 
to

continue m ilitary aid to Greece, 
for example, was led by Rep. 
Roman Pucinski, D-Ill. We have 
uncovered a 1969 letter from 
Pucinski to Pappas, declaring: 
“I am grateful to you for your 
help.” 
Pucinski has assured us that 
the “help” was not financial. He 
was m erely exp ressin g his 
appreciation, said Pucinski, for 
Pappas’ help in finding jobs for 
constituents who had returned to 
Greece. 
M eanw hile, 
the 
Senate 
Foreign Relations Comm ittee’s 
chief of staff, Carl Marcy, has 
questioned the State Depart­ 
m ent about Pappas. M arcy 
asked specifically about press 
reports, quoting exiled Greek 
leader Elias Demetracopoulos, 
that Pappas and his brother 
John 
have used 
“ their 
con­ 
siderable political and economic 
clout in the United States to 
promote simultaneously 
their 
own financial interests as well 
as the interests of a ruthless 
military dictatorship.” 
The State Department replied 
last weekend that Pappas was 
neither an official of Greece nor 
the U. S., then added warily as 
befits a confidential report on a 
White House favorite: “While 
the articles in question imply by 
indirection that Mr. Pappas has 


acted 
improperly, 
there 
has 
never been to our knowledge any 
direct accusation that he has 
exceed ed 
the 
bounds 
of 
propriety or legality.”

C o m m it t e e ’s 
questions were inspired by Sen. 
Claiborne Pell, D-R. 
I., who 
h asn ’t 
m ade

RUCKUS AT RUINS 
A distinguished archaeologist 
was pulled off an ancient ex­ 
cavation after he refused to pay 
wages 
to the pretty, 
blonde 
assistant 
of his 
Smithsonian 
Institute boss. 
The Ruckus at the Ruins has 
all the elements of a late, late 
pith-helmet movie. 
The 
archaeologist 
is 
Dr. 
Alfonz Lengyel of Wayne State 
University, who in 1968 headed 
the Smithsonian-back “ dig” to 
unearth the secrets of Sirmium, 
a Roman imperial capital in 
Yugoslavia. 
His Smithsonian boss, Ken­ 
nedy Schmertz, expanded the 
budget by $600 so his own pretty 
a ssista n t, C onstance R ogers, 
could 
be 
L en g y el’s 
‘‘ad­ 
ministrative consultant.” 
But Miss Rogers disappeared 


from the site from time to time. 
On one occasion, Lengyel asked 
her point blank where she had 
been. She replied, according to 
an affidavit he has just made: 
“It’s none of your business. I’m 
on a confidential m ission.” 
When she demanded her full 
pay, 
Lengyel withheld about 
half of it. 


Lengyel went on with his 
excavation, often working in the 
pits with his laborers. But Miss 
Rogers again disappeared — 
this 
tim e 
just 
as 
the 
junketeering Schmertz arrived 
in Yugoslavia. Schmertz now 
admits he had notified Miss 
Rogers he was on the way but 
neglected to inform Lengyel. 


When Miss Rogers turned up 
again at the diggings, Lengyel 
asked her where she had been. 
“ Mr. 
Schmertz 
arrived 
in 
Belgrade and I work for him,” 
she is quoted in the affidavit as 
replying. Both had registered at 
B elg ra d e’s 
posh 
hotel 
M etropole. 


W hile 
M iss 
R ogers 
acknowledges she and Schmertz 
were in Belgrade together, she 
emphasizes it was all perfectly 
proper. 
Their relationship 
is 
based, 
both say, 
on 
mutual 
respect. 


Dear Editor: 
As a parent and taxpayer I am 
interested in our schools. I spent 
a part of this week going from 
house 
to 
house 
talking 
to 
registered voters about the 
school bond and tax override 
issues which will be voted upon 
in the election next Tuesday, 
November 16. Many people did 
not seem to understand just how 
this would affect their taxes in 
dollars and cents. I would like to 
explain it in term s which I can 
understand. 


If the market value (selling 
price) of one’s property were 
$20,000, the assessed value of 
that sam e property would be 
$5,000. Taxes are based on the 
number of one hundred dollars 
a ssessed 
valu ation. 
This 
property with an assessed value 
of $5,000 would then have 50 one- 
hundred dollars. The present 
school tax rate is $1.55 for the 
high school and $1.90 for the Red 
Bluff elem entary schools or a 
total of $3.45 per $100 assessed 
valuation. Still using a property 
with a $20,000 market value, the 
owner of that property is now 
paying $172.50 for school taxes 
for the combined elem entary 
and high school districts ($3.45 X 
50 - $172.50). One hundred 
seventy two dollars and fifty 
cents for 176 school days — less 
than$1.00 per day! Pretty cheap 
babysitting, if nothing else. (For 
a property with a market value 
of $10,000, the above figures 
would be cut in half). 


Now if all three issues should 
pass, the taxes on this sam e 
$20,000 property would increase 
a maximum of $34 or a total of 
$206.50 would be paid for the cost 
of education by this hom e 
owner. Instead of less than $1.00 
per day, we now increase to a 
total cost of $1.17 per day for all 
of the children in that $20,000 


home to be educated. Surely it 
would cost a fam ily more to hire 
a baby sitter for even one-half 
day if we m ust have double 
sessions. 
Parents who are registered 
voters must get out and vote 
“ yes” next Tuesday. If they do 
not, these three issues will sure­ 
ly fail. The opposition is very 
strong, believe me. I faced them 
at 
their 
doors. 
It 
w asn ’t 
pleasant. Our older citizens are 
burdened by these same taxes 
and do not have incomes to take 
care of these tax increases. 
They plan to vote against all 
three 
issues 
sim ply 
because 
they cannot afford this increase. 
I do feel that we need to work for 
new legislation to improve our 
m eans of taxing for schools (and 
perhaps 
for 
other 
areas 
of 
n eed ). U ntil the legislation 
changes, 
do 
w e 
want 
the 
problems which we will have if 
these issues fail to pass next 
Tuesday? 
I would like to remind voters 
that there are three separate 
issues: 
a 
high 
school 
tax 
override, an 
elem entary 
tax 
override, and bonds for a new 
school. Each w ill 
require 
a 
separate vote. Please, if you are 
against any one issue for any 
reason, do not automatically 
vote against all three. Each has 
its own importance. 
I hope I have helped clarify 
som e things for others like m e 
who want to see the price tag 
before they buy. In conclusion I 
would like to add that although I 
was a representative for the 
Citizens Committee for Better 
Schools when I called at homes, 
I am now speaking only for 
myself. Any com m ents or errors 
which I may have made in 
writing this are strictly my own. 
Vote “YES.”

It is customary to picture the 
A m erican 
consum er 
as

maligned and helpless creature 
buffeted about by the powers of 
the commercial world — used, 
a b u s e d , 
s t i m u l a t e d , 
manipulated by sellers wanting 
his dollar. 
That picture, if it ever were 
true, may need re-examination. 
Evidence seem s to be ac­ 
cumulating that the ordinary 
American buyer has stiffened 
his 
resistan ce,

growing wiser and more self- 
reliant, that he is trying and 
maybe succeeding in doing his, 


rather than the seller’s, “ thing.” 
That he is dictating as well as 
accepting orders is shown in the 
savings rate, automobile sales, 
do-it-yourself projects, federal 
regulation, housing sales, the 
stock 
m arket,

other developing custom s and 
patterns. 
The savings rate is perhaps 
the m ost obvious indication that 
ordinary Americans use their 
heads and that they aren’t to be 
tempted when bargains aren’t 
offered. 
Almost

with the rise in inflation, many 
A m erican s decided to save 
rather than spend.

On and off, my eyes become 
red and bloodshot without ap­ 
parent reason. The redness dis­ 
appears in a day. When it is 
gone, I forget about it and then 
worry about it only when it 
happens again. What are the 
causes for such a strange con­ 
dition?

Dear Mrs. B.: 
This cycle of events happens 
to a great many people with 
conditions 
other 
than 
those 
connected with the eye. The 
coming and going of signs and 
symptoms are major reasons 
why 
medical 
problems 
are 
sometimes neglected. 
If I were to mention the im ­ 
portant and unimportant rea­ 
sons for red eyes, it would 
induce in you a great deal of 
u nnecessary concern. Y our 
problem may be a simple or 
complex one. Both deserve a 
complete eye examination. 
Many eye drops sold over the 
counter and without a prescrip­ 
tion can and do remove the 
redness of the eye. Such tern 
porary and valueless effects add 
another reason why people fail 
to seek the eye examination and 
delay necessary treatment. 
Redness of the eye may be 
associated with some defect in 
vision. Certainly this deserves 
study. 
An abrasion of the cornea of 
the eye may be the cause of red­ 
ness and, when overlooked, may 
be responsible for real trouble. 
Low grade infections by germs 
and viruses, early glaucoma, 
Herpes infection, and allergies 
are only some of the underlying 
causes for temporary or long- 
lasting redness of the eye. 
Take your pick and guess if 
you like. How much wiser, how­ 
ever, it is to find the reason 
once and for all and remove it, 
cure it and cease worrying. 


Is it possible to find out if tf 
circulation to the hands an 
feet is normal? Even in mil 
weather, my feet are blue ar 
cold.

Dear Mr. C.: 
There are 
many excellei 
tests by which the blood flo 
to the tips of the feet and fi 
gers can be measured. An i 
strument, the oscillometer, c« 
actuaiiy measure the pulsatic 
of the arteries to determine 
the blood flow through them 
normal. 
Opaque dyes can be injecti 
into the blood stream and ft

It was just the other night I raised the motor on my boat and 


drifted downstream to a spot I had never fished but had always 
wanted to. The water was shallow but Big Bertha and all her 1120 
square feet of surface kept off the rocks. 


I couldn't believe it but the first cast into obvious readable 


spawning beds yielded a savage strike and I just knew it was a 
steelhead but turned out to be a husky well-colored river trout. 


Several more casts and drifts yielded three more such trout 


and two small steelhead in the two-pound class. I have really had no 
better trout fishing in the river this year than it is right now. Every 
time an egg or duffy is tossed into a spawning area something 
usually happens. 


Speaking of spawning areas, I have checked the river from 


Niles riffle to Tehama, and salmon are spawning all over the place. 
On Lourence they are in abundance and further on down I observed 
a sore-tail that looked to be 50 or 60 pounds at least. 


It is unfortunate for us that there are no sufficient quanitites of 


steelhead to cover these spawning areas, for if there were, the 
angling would be fantastic. 
CONFIDENCE GAME? 


To save arguments over tackle, may I make this one ob- 


servation about the certain success of various fishing lures or flies. 
Any well-seasoned angler will probably tell you that the real suc- 
cess of any fly or lure is its presentation and use. That old saying 
"they'll hit nothing but this or that" might be true but anything is 
possible when it comes to fishing. 


I might go one further and state that probably the most suc- 


cessful lures are really a result of the confidence placed in them 
over the years. The key word then for a good lure is really con- 
fidence. 


One man may be using a black wooley worm fly while another 


is using a Red Ibis. Each may be experiencing the same success. 
Then if it's not the fly, operator, or fish, then what be it? 


Confidence, that's what we call it. And that's what catches fish, 


fishermen, and a buck in the pocket of the maker and seller. 


I know myself if I don't have confidence in a certain fly when 


tying it on I just know I'm not going to do it justice or catch any fish 
until I get back to my old trusty killers. Maybe I'm just a bit 
neurotic. 


I hear tell of a 15-pound steelhead taken near Browns Creek on 


the Trinity River a few days ago. Some big fish are in there but they 
are widely scattered. Can say no more for the Trinity or the 
Klamath. End of that trip. 


On to another trip and a far-out seasonable angler of the week 


Richard Pugh Jr., who somehow managed to skunk the rest of the 
team by hooking and landing a huge 38-pound Chinook from the 
Sacramento River using a M-2 flatfish with a fillet of anchovy tied 
on. 


Took the lad, and his dad, 40 minutes to land it. The fish is 


probably in the smoker by now. 


If Norman Long of the Dye Creek Ranch is watching, get this 


Norm. Julius Gabriele of Las Vegas totaled out with three large 
salmon, and about twenty nice trout in two days angling here and 
there. 


Who knows, perhaps Sacramento fish may taste better than 


Dye Creek hog meat. End of harassment. 


Truthfully I'm only projecting. Hunting does have its merits 


and there's lots of hunting going on these days. Especially by tax 
collectors and creditors. 


I swear every fall season becomes more beautiful but I'm sure 


you will agree this season has provided us with a great panorama of 
colors. It's just beautiful to see all the reds and yellows. Oh, how I 
wish I could put all the scenes on canvas. Maybe I will someday.

Men in key legislative posts 
paint it as a ballooning monster 
with an insatiable appetite for 
spectator dollars — cold and 
heartless, spreading its ten- 
tacles to all parts of the nation. 


"It's a cold-blooded, money- 


grabbing situation," argues 
Rep. B. F. Sisk, D-Calif. "To 
some owners, the dollar sign is 
becoming bigger than the fans 
— it's the guiding light of their 
operation. 


"We in Congress are obligated 


to do something about it."

Magnuson, long active in the 


fight to end the giant sports war 
between the Amateur Athletic 
Union and National Collegiate 
Athletic Association, also is in 
the forefront in championing 
legislation that would take away 
sport's virtual immunity from 
antitrust laws and particularly 
eliminate baseball's reserve 
clause. 


Baseball, with a reserve 


clause that binds a player to a 
club for life or until he is traded 
or sold, has been exempt from 
antitrust

since

Supreme Court in 1922 ruled it a 
sport and not a business. 


Recently, the highest court 


said it would listen to the case of

Flexibility is the keynote at 
the school building proposed at 
the Vista site. Through the use of 
removable walls, 
the 26.000 
square foot building can be 
transformed 
from 
nine 
classrooms to a single large 
room that would house a public 
gathering of several hundred 
persons. Designed for the needs 


of sixth, seventh, and eighth 
graders, it would accommodate 
about 600 students when used 
with existing rooms at Vista 
school. This is about the current 
enrollment in these grades.

Wildlife Area 
History Given

The 
TEHAMA WILDLIFE 


AREA, located in the Sierra 
Nevada 
foothills 
of 
eastern 


Tehama County, encompasses 
some of the state's most critical 
black-tailed deer winter range. 
The area is operated by the 
Department of Fish and Game. 


Living a typically migratory 


existence, the eastern Tehama 
deer 
herd 
summers 
at 


elevations from 3,000 to 10,000 
feet in brush-timber country in 
and around Lassen National 
Park, extending into Fredonyer 
Pass and Diamond Mountain in 
Lassen and Plumas counties. 
Deep snows and low tem- 
peratures force the herd down to 
woodland-grass and brush areas 
at lower elevations between 
2,000 feet and the valley floor. 


Geologically the area is of 


volcanic origin. Situated bet- 
ween Paynes Creek and Mill 
Creek, the Tehama Wildlife 
Area is bordered on the east by 
Lassen National Forest and on 
the north, west and south by 
private land. The general 
topography is a broad bench 
sloping from about 4,000 feet to 
about 800 feet at the valley's 
edge. Steep-sided canyons with 
exposed, prominent rimrocks 
and lava outcroppings cut 
through the area.

of the eastern Tehama deer herd 
has 
a 
record 
of 
overuse. 


Livestock has competed with 
game for food supplies on both 
winter and summer 
ranges 


since 
the 
early 
days 
of 


California's settlement. Sheep, 
cattle and goats have been 
pastured on the range at various 
times 


The competition was not so 


keenly felt at higher elevations 
where the cattle restricted their 


grazing primarily to mountain 
meadows. Livestock competed 
directly with game on the inter 
range, however; both types of 
animals subsisted on browse 
plants acorns and the limited 
amount 
of annual grasses, 


which 
sometimes 
appeared 


before the deer moved back to 
higher elevations in the spring. 
The constant overuse of the 
range by livestock, coupled with 
the increased pressure from an 
expanding deer herd, reduced 
the forage on the two ranges to 
the extent that large numbers of 
deer were lost to malnutrition. 


The summer range was in- 


volved to the extent that some 
deer did not reach the winter 
range 
in 
prime 
condition. 


Therefore, they lacked the body 
reserves to carry them though 
periods of inclement weather. 


In the early 1940s the problem 


of 
increasing 
competition 


between livestock and deer was 
recognized, and plan aimed at 
proper management of the herd 
was developed by the DFG. 


In 1942 a 
program 
was 


inaugurated 
to acquire key 


areas of winter range for the 
Eastern Tehama deer herd. 
Land was purchased 
using 


Pittman- Robertson funds. The 
largest single purchase con- 
sisted of a portion of the old Cone 
Ranch, totaling 23,710 acres and 
located in the heart of the winter 
range. With smaller purchases 
over the years, a total of 43,605 
acres is now administered by 
the DFG. 


Feral hogs, bobcats, coyotes 


and gray fox are common on the 
area. Valley quail are an 
abundant and under utilized 
resource. Upland game species 
are Rio Grande turkey, western 
gray squirrel, mountain quail, 
chukar, black-tailed jackrabbit 
and cottontail rabbit. Migratory 
waterfowl, passerine birds and 
raptors also inhabit the area. 
Rainbow trout are found in 
Antelope, Mill and Oak creeks, 
and brown trout are less com- 
mon but are occasionally taken 
by anglers. 


DFG objectives for the area 


are to protect, maintain and 
enhance the fish and wildlife 
resources 
and 
to 
provide 


diversified 
recreational 
op- 


portunitites 
without 
en- 


dangering these resroi"1"15 


The area is open to all forms of 


public recreation, without fee or 
other restriction.

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It was just the other night I raised the motor on my boat and 
drifted downstream to a spot I had never fished but had always 
wanted to. The water was shallow but Big Bertha and all her 1120 
square feet of surface kept off the rocks. 
I couldn’t believe it but the first cast into obvious readable 
spawning beds yielded a savage strike and I just knew it was a 
steelhead but turned out to be a husky well-colored river trout. 
Several more casts and drifts yielded three more such trout 
and two sm all steelhead in the two-pound class. I have really had no 
better trout fishing in the river this year than it is right now. Every 
time an egg or duffy is tossed into a spawning area something 
usually happens. 
Speaking of spawning areas, I have checked the river from 
Niles riffle to Tehama, and salmon are spawning all over the place. 
On Lourence they are in abundance and further on down I observed 
a sore-tail that looked to be 50 or 60 pounds at least. 
It is unfortunate for us that there are no sufficient quanitites of 
steelhead to cover these spawning areas, for if there were, the 
angling would be fantastic. 
CONFIDENCE GAME? 
To save arguments over tackle, may I make this one ob­ 
servation about the certain success of various fishing lures or flies. 
Any well-seasoned angler will probably tell you that the real suc­ 
cess of any fly or lure is its presentation and use. That old saying 
“ they’ll hit nothing but this or that” might be true but anything is 
possible when it com es to fishing. 
I might go one further and state that probably the most suc­ 
cessful lures are really a result of the confidence placed in them 
over the years. The key word then for a good lure is really con­ 
fidence. 
One man may be using a black wooley worm fly while another 
is using a Red Ibis. Each may be experiencing the sam e success. 
Then if it’s not the fly, operator, or fish, then what be it? 
Confidence, that’s what we call it. And that’s what catches fish, 
fishermen, and a buck in the pocket of the maker and seller. 
I know m yself if I don’t have confidence in a certain fly when 
tying it on I just know I’m not going to do it justice or catch any fish 
until I get back to my old trusty killers. Maybe I’m just a bit 
neurotic. 
I hear tell of a 15-pound steelhead taken near Browns Creek on 
the Trinity River a few days ago. Some big fish are in there but they 
are widely scattered. Can say no more for the Trinity or the 
Klamath. End of that trip. 
On to another trip and a far-out seasonable angler of the week 
Richard Pugh Jr., who somehow managed to skunk the rest of the 
team by hooking and landing a huge 38-pound Chinook from the 
Sacram ento River using a M-2 flatfish with a fillet of anchovy tied 
on. 
Took the lad, and his dad, 40 minutes to land it. The fish is 
probably in the smoker by now. 
If Norman Long of the Dye Creek Ranch is watching, get this 
Norm. Julius Gabriele of Las Vegas totaled out with three large 
salm on, and about twenty nice trout in two days angling here and 
there. 
Who knows, perhaps Sacramento fish may taste better than 
Dye Creek hog meat. End of harassment. 


Truthfully I’m only projecting. Hunting does have its merits 
and there’s lots of hunting going on these days. Especially by tax 
collectors and creditors. 
I swear every fall season becomes more beautiful but I’m sure 
you will agree this season has provided us with a great panorama of 
colors. It’s just beautiful to see all the reds and yellows. Oh, how I 
wish I could put all the scenes on canvas. Maybe I will someday. 
Don’t forget the salmon and steelhead contest is still on and if 
>ou get a fish of respectable size and proportion, take it to the City 
Marina and weigh it in. There is even going to be a prize given for 
the m ost entries regardless if they win or not and it’s a electric 
trolling motor to be submitted by Raley’s Drug Store.

Wildlife Area 
History Given

The 
TEHAMA 
WILDLIFE 
AREA, located in the Sierra 
Nevada 
foothills 
of 
eastern 
Teham a County, encompasses 
some of the state’s most critical 
black-tailed deer winter range. 
The area is operated by the 
D epartm ent of Fish and Game. 
Living a typically migratory 
existence, the eastern Tehama 
deer 
herd 
sum m ers 
at 


elevations from 3,000 to 10,000 
feet in brush-timber country in 
and around Lassen National 
Park, extending into Fredonyer 
Pass and Diamond Mountain in 
Lassen and Plum as counties. 
Deep 
snows 
and 
low 
tem­ 
peratures force the herd down to 
woodland-grass and brush areas 
at lower elevations 
between 
2,000 feet and the valley floor. 
Geologically the area is of 
volcanic origin. Situated bet­ 
ween Paynes Creek and Mill 
Creek, 
the Tehama 
Wildlife 
Area is bordered on the east by 
Lassen National Forest and on 
the north, west and south by 
p riv a te 
land. 
The 
general 
topography is a broad bench 
sloping from about 4,000 feet to 
about 800 feet at the valley’s 
edge. Steep-sided canyons with 
exposed, 
prominent rimrocks 
and 
lava outcroppings cut 
through the area. 
Historically the entire range 
of the eastern Tehama deer herd 
has 
a 
record 
of 
overuse. 
Livestock has competed with 
gam e for food supplies on both 
winter 
and 
sum m er 
ranges 
since 
the 
early 
days 
of 
California’s settlement. Sheep, 
cattle and goats have been 
pastured on the range at various 
times. 
The competition was not so 
keenly felt at higher elevations 
where the cattle restricted their 


grazing primarily to mountain 
meadows. Livestock competed 
directly with game on the inter 
range, however; both types of 
anim als subsisted on browse 
plants acorns and the limited 
amount 
of 
annual 
grasses, 
which 
sometimes 
appeared 
before the deer moved back to 
higher elevations in the spring. 
The constant overuse of the 
range by livestock, coupled with 
the increased pressure from an 
expanding deer herd, reduced 
the forage on the two ranges to 
the extent that large numbers of 
deer were lost to malnutrition. 
The sum m er range was in­ 
volved to the extent that some 
deer did not reach the winter 
range 
in 
prime 
condition. 
Therefore, they lacked the body 
reserves to carry them though 
periods of inclement weather. 
In the early 1940s the problem 
of 
increasing 
competition 
between livestock and deer was 
recognized, and plan aimed at 
proper management of the herd 
was developed by the DFG. 
In 
1942 
a 
program 
was 
inaugurated 
to 
acquire key 
areas of winter range for the 
E astern Tehama deer herd. 
Land 
was 
purchased 
using 
Pittm an- Robertson funds. The 
largest single purchase con­ 
sisted of a portion of the old Cone 
Ranch, totaling 23,710 acres and 
located in the heart of the winter 
range. With sm aller purchases 
over the years, a total of 43,605 
acres is now administered by 
the DFG. 
Feral hogs, bobcats, coyotes 
and gray fox are common on the 
area. 
Valley 
quail 
are 
an 
abundant and under utilized 
resource. Upland game species 
are Rio Grande turkey, western 
gray squirrel, mountain quail, 
chukar, black-tailed jackrabbit 
and cottontail rabbit. Migratory 
waterfowl, passerine birds and 
raptors also inhabit the area. 
Rainbow trout are found in 
Antelope, Mill and Oak creeks, 
and brown trout are less com­ 
mon but are occasionally taken 
by anglers. 
DFG objectives for the area 
are to protect, maintain and 
enhance the fish and wildlife 
resources 
and 
to 
provide 
diversified 
recreational 
op- 
portunitites 
without 
en­ 
dangering these resrouces. 
The area is open to all forms of 
public recreation, without fee or 
other restriction.

checked with our local police 
department about the traffic 
laws concerning mini-bikes. 
According to the gentleman I 
spoke to, "if a mini-bike is 
driven on the street, the traffic 
rules are the same as those 
applied to a car; license, lights, 
etc,, and a helmet must be worn. 
A 14-year-old can only have a 
restricted license and drive 
during the daylight hours. 
Without a license, mini-bikes 
should not be driven except on 
private property."
